MEETING AT WASHINGTON 


Washington, D. C. Nov. 14—Thous- 


ands of sturdy 
American 
farmers 


with their, wives and daughters are 
the honored guests of the national 
capital thin week on the occasion of 
the annual meeting tnd golden jubilee 
celeliralion of the National Grange, 
Patrons of Husbandry m whose ranks 
are enrolled -more than a million of 
the most practical 
agricultural ex- 


perts in the world. The meeting is 
to be devoted largely to the celebra- 
tion of the fiftieth anniversary of the 
organization and at the several ses- 
sions a number of speakers of na- 
tional prominence are to be heard. 


The National Grange originated in 


the mind of O. H. Kelly, a man of 
New England birth, who went to Min- 
nesota in his early manhood and be- 
came a farmer. 
In 18G4 he was ap- 


pointed a clerk in the department of 
agriculture in Washington. 


In January, 1866, Mr. Kelly 
was 


commissioned by Isaac Newton, com- 
missioner of agriculture, to visit the 
Southern states for the purpose of 
obtaining statistical and other infor- 
mation in regard to the condition of 
the south. 
While traveling in this 


capacity the thought of a secret so- 
ciety of agriculturists for the protec- 
tion and advancement of their inter- 
est* came to him. 


Soon after returning to Washington 


he consulted several men with whom 
he was associated, and a> a result of 
these investigations and consultations 
the basis of the organization was laid 
on December 4, 1887, with the follow- 
ing persons present who have since 
been known as the "Seven 
Founders 


of the Order:" O. H. Kelley, William 
Saunders, Rev. A. B. Grosh, William 
M. Ireland, Rev.'John Trimble, J. R. 
Thompson and F. M. McDowell. These 
men were, with but two exceptions, 
born upon a farm and were at that 


i> « holding positions in the agricul- 


ifl, postofflce and treasury depart- 


ments of the government. 
The offi- 


cers chosen at this basic organization 
were William Saundera, master; J. R. 
Thompson, lecturer; William M. Ire- 
land, treasurer, and O. H. Kelley, 
aecretary. 


The first subordinate grange regu- 


larly chartered was organized at Fe- 
donia, N Y., April 16. 1868. The 
first state grange established was in 
Minnesota, Feb. 22, 1869. The first 
meeting of the National grange as a 
delegate body was held at 
George- 


town. D. C.. Jan. 8, 1873, with dele- 
gates present representing 11 states. 


The organization has been estab- 


lished in nearly every state of the 
union, there having been over 30,000 
charters for subordinate granges is- 
sued 
The total membership at the 


present time ia not known because of 
the vast number that fail to pay an- 
nual dues, but it is estimated at con- 
siderably over 1.000,000.

izing casings? Must the casing always 
bo removed from the wheel? 


For vulcanizing casing outs it Is not 


ahvajs necessary to remove the tire 
from the wheel. 
Apply from ime to 


tlirec layers of cement, allowing each 
to dry. Fill the hole not quite level 
with the surface with scraps of Para 
rubber. The best results are obtained 
when casing repairs are slightly <.oii- 
<avc. If filled too full the rubber will 


xpund and flow over on 'to the unpre- 
ared surface in a thin film that will 
oon peel up and cause trouble. More- 
ver, the protruding plug will receive* 
more than its share of hammering and 
will undoubtedly split open. Be sure 
vhen mending a sand pocket to stop 
he hole where the dirt entered, as tt 
may be a foot away from the sand 


ocfcet. 
After preparing the tube or casing 
nd while waiting for it to dry screw 
lie handle flrnily into the vulcanlzer; 
hen, 
if mending a tube, stand the vul- 


iinlzer vertically on a bench, running 
xmrd or floor and remove the casing 
huln :uid bolts from the tube plate. 
When' repairing a casing turn the swlv- 
1 plate so that the projection with the 
ound hole la on tbe same side of 
•uleanisser as the handle. Clamp the 
ilate Iu this position so that it cannot 
evolve and insert one chain bolt 
hrougb round hole and attach thumb 
iut.. Then take the vulcanlzer in the 
eft hand, place the curved side against 
he repair, using waxed paper between 
he vulcanlzer and the repair, bring 
he chain around tbe felloe and hook 
he other bolt Into the forked projec- 
lon on the other siile of the plate and 
ben screw the vulcanizer firmly but 
not too tightly on tbe tire. 


After the vulcnnizer Is in position for 
ictlon remove the cylindrical In nip and, 
holding tt at an angle of about forty- 
Ive degrees, pour the fuel on to it 
rom the brass measure. If you use 
alcohol get the correct amount by 
facing your finger over the lower 
wle and filling the measure until the 
'uel runs out of the upper hole. 
Insert the lamp Into the vulcanlzer 


and ignite at the hole Just above tbe 
amp. 
Tbe vulcnnizer operates most 


satisfactorily, of course, If sheltered 
'rom drafts. 


In exceptional cases, for Instance, 


when vulcanizing n very deep casing 
cut or a tire that is at freezing tem- 
perature, a slightly additional amount 
of fuel, probably not over one-eighth 
inch, may be used to compensate for 
the extra heat required to bring the 
:ire to normal temperature. But after 
a few operations your experience will 
make you the .best judge as to quan- 
tity. On the other hand, when mak- 
ing several repairs In succession cool 
the vulcunlzer after each one by im- 
mersing Iu water, and should the con- 
tinued use of low grade fuel produce 
a sufficient deposit of soot in the vul- 
caulzer to Interfere with the draft 
clean the flue. 


Whatever has been done to the tire, 


whether in the garage or on the road,

It will be necessary after the Job has 
been completed to Inflate It once more, 
and do not fall Into the habit of a vast 
number of motorists of simply blowing 
it up and letting it go at that. Care- 
less guesswork concerning the right 
amount of air in a tire Is the cause 
of many troubles. Too little air in a 
tire causes rim cutting, breaking of 
tbe side walls, fabric separation and 
ruin for any make of pneumatic tire. 
Too much air makes the riding rough 
and thus defeats the very purpose of 
the pneumatic tire. The tire should 
always "give" a. little under a load, 
but mere Inspection or guesswork Ia 
not a reliable inflation test. Carry a 
pressure gauge and when inflating do 
so to the indicated number of pounds, 
or else use a tire caliper, which gives 
you the correct Inflation for any tire. 


My ear has poor eompre»»ion on ill

Please advise me as to the use of

It has been rec- 


ommended to use a teaspoonful to ev- 
ery five gallons of gasoline, and I »m 
told that this substance is put up un- 
der many names and sold for that pur- 
pose. Please advise me as to its qual- 
ity, and how does it work? 


The use of naphthalene or, as It is 


commonly known, camphor, Is not rec- 
ommended in gasoline. As a matter 
of fact it will deposit as much carbon 
as it will remove and will result in a 
sooted engine. 
A simple experiment 


which will readily show you the car- 
bon forming tendencies of camphor 
may be performed by simply holding a 
camphor or moth ball over an open 
flume. The carbon will leave the cam- 
phor in long, stringlike formations. 


I understand that denatured alcohol 


and wood alcohol both mix completely 
with water. Will a solution of 25 per 
cent alcohol and 75 per cent water in 
evaporating remain the same eolution 
or will the alcohol evaporate more rap- 
idly than the water so that the solu- 
tion will have a smaller percentage of 
alcohol in it after about one-fourth of 
it has evaporated?

MEETING AT WASHINGTON 


Washington, D. C. Nov. 14—Thous- 


ands of sturdy 
American 
farmers 


with their, wives and daughters are 
the honored guests of the national 
capital thin week on the occasion of 
the annual meeting tnd golden jubilee 
celeliralion of the National Grange, 
Patrons of Husbandry m whose ranks 
are enrolled -more than a million of 
the most practical 
agricultural ex- 


perts in the world. The meeting is 
to be devoted largely to the celebra- 
tion of the fiftieth anniversary of the 
organization and at the several ses- 
sions a number of speakers of na- 
tional prominence are to be heard. 


The National Grange originated in 


the mind of O. H. Kelly, a man of 
New England birth, who went to Min- 
nesota in his early manhood and be- 
came a farmer. 
In 18G4 he was ap- 


pointed a clerk in the department of 
agriculture in Washington. 


In January, 1866, Mr. Kelly 
was 


commissioned by Isaac Newton, com- 
missioner of agriculture, to visit the 
Southern states for the purpose of 
obtaining statistical and other infor- 
mation in regard to the condition of 
the south. 
While traveling in this 


capacity the thought of a secret so- 
ciety of agriculturists for the protec- 
tion and advancement of their inter- 
est* came to him. 


Soon after returning to Washington 


he consulted several men with whom 
he was associated, and a> a result of 
these investigations and consultations 
the basis of the organization was laid 
on December 4, 1887, with the follow- 
ing persons present who have since 
been known as the "Seven 
Founders 


of the Order:" O. H. Kelley, William 
Saunders, Rev. A. B. Grosh, William 
M. Ireland, Rev.'John Trimble, J. R. 
Thompson and F. M. McDowell. These 
men were, with but two exceptions, 
born upon a farm and were at that 


i> « holding positions in the agricul- 


ifl, postofflce and treasury depart- 


ments of the government. 
The offi- 


cers chosen at this basic organization 
were William Saundera, master; J. R. 
Thompson, lecturer; William M. Ire- 
land, treasurer, and O. H. Kelley, 
aecretary. 


The first subordinate grange regu- 


larly chartered was organized at Fe- 
donia, N Y., April 16. 1868. The 
first state grange established was in 
Minnesota, Feb. 22, 1869.

What steps are necessary in vulcan- 


izing casings? Must the casing always 
bo removed from the wheel? 


For vulcanizing casing outs it Is not 


ahvajs necessary to remove the tire 
from the wheel. 
Apply from ime to 


tlirec layers of cement, allowing each 
to dry. Fill the hole not quite level 
with the surface with scraps of Para 
rubber. The best results are obtained 
when casing repairs are slightly <.oii- 
<avc. If filled too full the rubber will 


xpund and flow over on 'to the unpre- 
ared surface in a thin film that will 
oon peel up and cause trouble. More- 
ver, the protruding plug will receive* 
more than its share of hammering and 
will undoubtedly split open. Be sure 
vhen mending a sand pocket to stop 
he hole where the dirt entered, as tt 
may be a foot away from the sand 


ocfcet. 
After preparing the tube or casing 
nd while waiting for it to dry screw 
lie handle flrnily into the vulcanlzer; 
hen, 
if mending a tube, stand the vul- 


iinlzer vertically on a bench, running 
xmrd or floor and remove the casing 
huln :uid bolts from the tube plate. 
When' repairing a casing turn the swlv- 
1 plate so that the projection with the 
ound hole la on tbe same side of 
•uleanisser as the handle. Clamp the 
ilate Iu this position so that it cannot 
evolve and insert one chain bolt 
hrougb round hole and attach thumb 
iut.. Then take the vulcanlzer in the 
eft hand, place the curved side against 
he repair, using waxed paper between 
he vulcanlzer and the repair, bring 
he chain around tbe felloe and hook 
he other bolt Into the forked projec- 
lon on the other siile of the plate and 
ben screw the vulcanizer firmly but 
not too tightly on tbe tire. 


After the vulcnnizer Is in position for 
ictlon remove the cylindrical In nip and, 
holding tt at an angle of about forty- 
Ive degrees, pour the fuel on to it 
rom the brass measure. If you use 
alcohol get the correct amount by 
facing your finger over the lower 
wle and filling the measure until the 
'uel runs out of the upper hole. 
Insert the lamp Into the vulcanlzer 


and ignite at the hole Just above tbe 
amp. 
Tbe vulcnnizer operates most 


satisfactorily, of course, If sheltered 
'rom drafts. 


In exceptional cases, for Instance, 


when vulcanizing n very deep casing 
cut or a tire that is at freezing tem- 
perature, a slightly additional amount 
of fuel, probably not over one-eighth 
inch, may be used to compensate for 
the extra heat required to bring the 
:ire to normal temperature. But after 
a few operations your experience will 
make you the .best judge as to quan- 
tity. On the other hand, when mak- 
ing several repairs In succession cool 
the vulcunlzer after each one by im- 
mersing Iu water, and should the con- 
tinued use of low grade fuel produce 
a sufficient deposit of soot in the vul- 
caulzer to Interfere with the draft 
clean the flue. 


Whatever has been done to the tire, 


whether in the garage or on the road,

It will be necessary after the Job has 
been completed to Inflate It once more, 
and do not fall Into the habit of a vast 
number of motorists of simply blowing 
it up and letting it go at that. Care- 
less guesswork concerning the right 
amount of air in a tire Is the cause 
of many troubles. Too little air in a 
tire causes rim cutting, breaking of 
tbe side walls, fabric separation and 
ruin for any make of pneumatic tire. 
Too much air makes the riding rough 
and thus defeats the very purpose of 
the pneumatic tire. The tire should 
always "give" a. little under a load, 
but mere Inspection or guesswork Ia 
not a reliable inflation test. Carry a 
pressure gauge and when inflating do 
so to the indicated number of pounds, 
or else use a tire caliper, which gives 
you the correct Inflation for any tire.

The new [ 
gaskets well shellacked mny remedy 
the trouble; also, go over the Intake 
manifold connections very carefully 
and lie sure that there are no air leaks 
around these. 


Please advise me as to the use of 


naphthalin or naphthalene with flakes 
in gasoline for increasing mileage and 
as a carbon remover. 
It has been rec- 


ommended to use a teaspoonful to ev- 
ery five gallons of gasoline, and I »m 
told that this substance is put up un- 
der many names and sold for that pur- 
pose. Please advise me as to its qual- 
ity, and how does it work? 


The use of naphthalene or, as It is 


commonly known, camphor, Is not rec- 
ommended in gasoline. As a matter 
of fact it will deposit as much carbon 
as it will remove and will result in a 
sooted engine. 
A simple experiment 


which will readily show you the car- 
bon forming tendencies of camphor 
may be performed by simply holding a 
camphor or moth ball over an open 
flume. The carbon will leave the cam- 
phor in long, stringlike formations. 


I understand that denatured alcohol 


and wood alcohol both mix completely 
with water. Will a solution of 25 per 
cent alcohol and 75 per cent water in 
evaporating remain the same eolution 
or will the alcohol evaporate more rap- 
idly than the water so that the solu- 
tion will have a smaller percentage of 
alcohol in it after about one-fourth of 
it has evaporated?
